Who- 
ever is converfant with the accounts of 
the Goths, Vandals, Huns, and modern 
Europe, may be convinced, that the gen- 
tus of the people is generally complex- 
iona! with the conftitution and difpofition 
of the chieftain. There are, perhaps, 
fome exceptions ; for I am inclined to 
think that in the reign of King John of 
England, the people, before, and after, 
the adoption of magna charta, were, in 
their ideas of freedom, entirely different. 
The genius of the naval code of laws of 
this people, like to 


as Wild natute’s vigour working at the root,”* 


infpires them with the moft heroic brave- 
ry. The wit of man, it is agreed, could 
not devife better. It has created a {pirit, 
that nothing can out-deo, and infpired a 
knowledge and bravery that has never been 
furpaffed on the empire of the fea ; and, 
urged on by able minifters, has performed 
deeds that have extorted praife even from 
the enemy; and gained the admiration of 
mankind. 


Pufillanimous Egypt performed won- 
ders under Seloftris.. Ruffia under the 
Czar Peter I, emerged trom obfctrity, 
barbarifm and ignorance, to contend with 
her neighbors. Greece ahd Italy, by con- 
tentions, difunion, want of vigour and 
bravery, have dwindled to the thadow of 
their former race of heroes. Too much 
courage may fometimes be prejudicial to 
a country, and lead to itsruin. I remem- 
ber to have read of aking, who, alier gain- 
ing a great victory, and being compli- 
mented upen it, declared that fuch anoth- 
er vidtory would be the defiru€tion ot his 
kingdom, 

It might be both pleafirg and inftru€- 
ive to go throwgh the pages of hiftory, 
marking the good or ill fortune ol a na- 
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tion under is leader, and thence educe 
the difpofition of the people; wr accord- 
ing as the one or other prevailed, the 
miad eatched the influence and became 
by profperity exalied in its views, or, on 
the contrary, depreffed,as the Athenians in 
the time of Alcibiades : Even the havgh- 
ty and unconqwerable {pirit of the Romans 
felt the effe&ts of this, by the conquefts of 
the great Hannibal, and forbad even the 
mentien of their defeat. 

Our country naturally claiming our 
chief regard, it would not bean ufelefs 
attempt to difcover with what particular 
tranfa@ions of mankind her circumftances 
may be compared. This would exhibit, 
as in @ Dlirroar, ahs Sertainty of the fame 
difpofitions and aétions placing a people” 
in the fame fituation, either flourifhing or 
diftrefled ; for human events have nearly 
the fame terminatich. A people afterthe 
troubles and dangers of war, are apt to 
dwindle into liftlefsnefs and inattention. 
The love of money, and ambition, may 
keep theth awake; but their liberties may: 
be fapped, either by the remote confequen- 
ces of fomelaws, the unfaithtulnels of fome 
of the chief officers, or repofing too much 
confidence in the head of adminiftration. 
Pafling over thetime of Wafhington and 
Adams, let we take a view in miniature of 
the tranfaG&tions that have fince tran{pired.

OUR readers are doubtless as tired cf this name 
as his supporters of the task of veiling and misrep- 
resenting the real state of facts, with respect to his 
official conduct. We sholl therefore be briet. 

When the lezislitur¢ assembled, our enly wish 
was, that a committee, no matter of what poli- 
ticks, should be empowered to enter into a full and 
general examination of his accounts, as Attorney 
General, and of his management of monies, be- 
longing to the commonwealth, which it can be 
amply proved, he receives from various quarters. 
We confess we had expected that a proposition to 
this effi ct, so plausible im itself, so necessary to the 
justification of Mr. Suilivan, if he was innocent, 
could not be opposed by any party. 

Had the measure been adopted, we should have 
been perfectly satisfied, knowing well that the re- 
sult would have justified owr charges, heretofore 
published. But though disappointed in our first 
wish, inour second we have been gratified. The 
majority have now shewn to the people of Massa- 
chusetts that they will not suffer an investigation of 
Mr. Sullivan's eonduct. The proposition to empow- 
er acommittee to inquire, and report, the next ses- 
sion; andin the mean time to allow Mr. Sullivan 
six months, to examine and prepire his accounts, 
was voted down. A committee was raised, with 
instructions to report immediately, though they 
could not possibly avail themselves of evidence, nor 
ascertain the facts relating to their commission. 
Short however, as was the time,evidence appeared 
proving that the account which had been rendered 
was incorrect. One of the senators, (Judge Brigh- 
am) declared at the board, that within afew days 
he had seen the books of the treasurer of the county 
of Worcester ; and from personal cbservation, he 
could affirm, that instead of 17 % and 50 cents cred- 
ited by Mr. Sullivan, there were charged against 
him 58 dollars, for which the treasurer had recerpts- 
This one nem wonlkd have altered the balance of 
the account rendered and made Mr. Suilivan debtor 
to the commonwealth. In spite of oath, honesty 
and evidence, the majori-y still vored that the ac- 
count was correct and $e commonwealth indented 
to Mr. Sullivan ‘4! 

Interested as we feel for the character of the 

Commonwealth, such outrageous conduct is humil- 
iating ; but as having accused Mr. Sullivan ef pec- 
ulation, we ase satisfied at measures which will o 
pen the eyes of the pecple. Let itnow be remem- 
bered, that Mr. Sul'ivan has been sliowed already to 
state a fret and second time, all the credit be has 
io give We have already compelled him to give 
credit for 250 $, actually on hand at the time (last 
March) when he stlemnly declared he had no 
money belonging to the commonwealth tor which 
he had not accounted, and for which he had not re- 
Ceipts, except acersin 150 S notin question. Ey 
the next session of the legislature we shall ve pre- 
parel to report progress, ond certain tyrants will 
find to thew own shame, that votes aré not Ommip- 
otent, where there isa iiee press.

BIR. YOHN RANDOLPH. 


THERE ave three ways by which men, in publig 
life, most usually attract the attention of mankind: 
By the extent of their talents, and the soundness of 
their judgmen:t—by ex! reme timidity, and a want cf 
political knowledge; by such eccentricities, in theap 
carecr, a8 to manifest shining qualities, rather than 
deep erudition; and a specious, rather than a sound 
policy. To this last trait, the political character of 
Mr, Randolph must be circumscnbed. His Srst 
step on the public theatre was marked by impru- 
dence and self-conceit. In his progress he has ald. 
ed much to his shrewdness, but net ‘o his argument. 
ative penetration; much to his pertinacit), but sot 
to his vigor of intellect. He never descends to vule 
garity, and s« Idom rises abeve mediocrity. He ig 
neither an indifferent dauber, nor yet touches with 
the hand -of a master. 

Two events in his 


political life, serve to unfold 
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_ 
his character: the impeachment of judge Chase, 
am! the attack on resent adguits.ration. 

While the subject of that im)eachment was un- 
der consideration, hé manifessed a rancour and bit- 
terpess unwerthy a statesman: be seemed to want 
that steady decorum, that propriety of demeanor, 
#.Ways expected in public devate. As a manager 
of that impeachment, before rhe senate, he disap- 
pointed his friends, and a‘forded to his antagonists 
Hy neither understood the 
laws of his own s:ate, nor the judicial practice un- 
der them—much iess was he. acquainted with the 
commoa law of the iand, on which the issue 
mostly depended. On this subject, the persecu- 
ted judge and his counsel assumed and main- 
tained an elevared ground, at which Randolph as- 
pired, but could not occupy; and he felt himself 
humbled at the disparity. He was neither able to 
meet them on the subject of I disquisition, nor 
was the cause he espoused c eof support. This 
is evidence of his want of judgment in the first in- 
stance; and he will probably der.ve instruction from 
the result. 

His philippics against the present administration 
are the more extraordinary, as he was always con- 
sidered the leader of the democratic party in con- 

ress. Only three motives can be assigned for this 
eliction of conduct: Either that he found his 
own friends solicitous for another leader, and to 
counteract their views, he endeavored to render 
them unpopular; or that, to preserve his influence 
in the house, he had it in contemplation to form a 
third party; or that, from a sense of duty te his 
country, about to be degraded, as he believed, by the 
ineffectual and pusillanimous measures of the execu- 
tive, he so far seceded from the democratic party as 
to aim at the revival of the steady attitude and en- 
lightened policy of antecedent administrations. Al- 
though, from experience, it be. difficult to admit, 
that a conviction of error can possibly work a change 


_ in the political conduct of a democrat; yet I think 


we must allow Mr. Randolph the praise of sinceri- 
ty. Whether he will pursue a s*eady or an eccen- 
tric Course in the political hemisphere, cannot easily 
be conjectured. 

Of his reasoning powers it may be said, that they 
are much inferior to those of aGriswold—much less 
exercised on foreign jurisprudence and the laws of 
mations: He argues less fro? fixéd and well di- 
gested principles than from the suggestions of a live- 
ly fancy, wih from an unpardonable irrascibility of 
temper. Although his eloquence is not so varied, 
nor so copieus and impressive as.that of Ames—yer 
it possesses some intrinsic beauties, and on certain 
occasions the effect of it is considerable, His figures 
and allusions are always happy, and are generally 
so arranged as to afford the greacesr efiect. His as« 
perity and bitter sarcasm have been severely fel: ; 


and their application, like the, caustic, has caused 
our political dunces, and back stairs gentry, to wince 


and writhe on therseats. His speech on Greggs 
resolution, and the one on publica:ion of the secret 
message, are admirable specimens of their kind. 

In fine—Mr. Randolph is a blazing comer; rather 
portentousin appearance. Other comets, of greater 
magnitude, though more opaque, revolve around and 
over him; butas they are now and then precmpita- 
ted from their orbits, they furnish matrer to supply 
his waste of elementary fire: We haye seldom wit- 
nessed a greater conflict of those powers denomina- 
ted centrifugal and centripetal. ‘

to be defective, &c &c. 

“ On this motion being reduced to writing, some 
slight debate arose, whether they should go into any 
argument, or simplydeclare, without argument, their 
present opinions. Some of the members were anx- 
ious to have the constitution read, which was ac- 
cordingly done. Severaj asserted that they were 
not preparcd to give an opinion ; Mr. Butler seemed 
anxious to have the constitution taken up by para- 
graphs, declaring himself incapable of forming an 
Opinion, till it was fully examined and discussed in 
that way. To this, it was replied, that such a dis- 
cussion eould not be completed in a week, and that 
the motion was made merely for enablingeach mem- 
ber to know the present opinion of the other mem- 
bers, and that each might recede from the opmion 
he now gave, without the least deviation from pro- 
priety, the mover declaring that it was immaterial 
to him whether the vote was even recorded. After 
a few more Cesultory remarks, the president observ- 
ed, that the intention of the motion was now well 
understood, and desired any gentleman to declare 
whether he was for or against making any amend 
ment, astigning, if he pleased, as concisely as possi- 
ble, some of the prin¢e’pal reasons on which his o 
pinion was founded, or by simply declaring it, ashe 
might think most proper.

General Miranda. This celebrated and distin- 
guished officer arrived here'this morning, on board 
the American ship Leantler, captain Lewis in:‘com- 
pany with his Majesty‘s sloop of war Lilly, which 
fell in with Leander on the 26th ult. off Grenada. 
Gener#t Miranda, who had sailed from America in 
January last, on an expedition to give frredom and 
independence to South America, touched at Jacque- 
mel, and sailing again from thence on the 27th of 
of March, in company with the schooners Bacchus 
and Bee, and arrived near O'Cumana between 
Porto Cavello and Laguira, on Sunday evening the 
27th Apri! ; on the following morning, the coast 
being vlarmed, the Leander was attacked by two 
stout Guarda Costas, one of twenty 12 pounders, 
and the other a schooner «. s.nieen-l2‘s, both full 
of men. The Leander succeeded in beating these 
of; butthe Bacchus und Bee, being in shore, en- 
deavoring to land a detachment, were captured, 
having several confidential offeers*on board In 
consequence of this disasrer, and the Leander being 
in want of water, general Miranda put into Buen- 
aire, and sailed froma thence on the Ist instant, ine 
tending der Trinidad. but having fallen in with the 


Lilly, had received some intormation from Capt 


Carmpbell of thar Shp, he proceeded to Grenada 
aud from thence to this island, probably witha view 
of conferring with our r€,pective commanders on 
the future execution of his laudable enterprize, in 
which every British subject and free government 
musi wish mwthe most ample succeéss.

Theremainder of the fquad- 
ron approaching fa upoathe enemy (and 
the a€tion having continued from before 
day light until forty-three minutes after 
nine A.M_) the line ot battle thips, bearing 
the flag ot a rear admiral, flrack; and, at 
forty three minutes paft the above hour, 
the frigate a] fo foHowed her example, when 
an officer came on board the Foudroyant 
with admiral Linois’ word, and informed 
me that the fhips which had furrendered to 
his majefty’s colors were the Marengo of 
80 guns, 640 men, and the Belle Poule of 
40 guns, cighteen pounders, and 320 men, 
returning to France, from the Eait-Indies; 
thefe fhips being the remainder of the 
French f{quadron which had committed fo 
much depredation upon the Britifh come 
merce in the cefiern world. Il have much 
fatista€tion in flating the meritorious and 
gallant conduf of capt’s fir Harry Neale 
and William Parker, {upported by the zeal 
and bravery of the officers and crews of 
their refpeQlive hips, who claim my warm- 
eft thanks and acknowledgements; and 
whofe exertions, I hope, will recommend 
them to their lordthip’s particular netice 
and favor.

It is a good method to mark the breadih 
of a finger with the folution round each 
foot of the bed-potts. 
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
